Willis Tower to lose 
‘tallest building’ 
designation this year 

Chicago Tribune 

Chicago’s skyline showpiece, Willis Tower, 
will lose its nickname this year as the nation’s 
tallest building, but you wouldn’t know it by 
visiting its Skydeck observatory and two well- 
stocked gift shops. 

Key chains, mugs, picture frames, T-shirts, 
postcards, shirt pins, water bottles and even 
3-D puzzles that call the building the tallest 
in the country fill shelves in the store of the 
no -story tower. 

For now, the message is accurate, but it 
won’t be for much longer. 

In November, the nationally recognized 
Council on Tall Buildings and Urban Habitat 
ruled that NewTbrk City’s newly built i World 



Trade Center— standing at 1,776 feet, com- 
pared with the Willis Tower’s 1,451 
feet— takes the title. 

Willis Tower officials will 
have to make a few al- 
terations — in addition 
to redesigning those 
souvenirs— when the 
changeover takes 
place. 

For instance, once 
the tower’s 1.6 mil- 
lion annual visitors pay 
admission to its Skydeck 
Chicago observatory they’re 
escorted through a hallway that 
boasts facts and figures about 
Chicago icons. 

One of the last vignettes they read says 
they’re standing inside “the tallest building in 
the Western Hemisphere.” 


On the 60 -second ride up the elevator to the 
observatory a video repeats the fact. 
At the end of the tour, visitors 
find a machine that smashes 
pennies into an engraved 
copper souvenir that also 
says “the tallest building 
in the Western Hemi- 
sphere.” 

have plenty of 
time to make adjust- 
ments,” said Randy 
Stancik, a spokesman for 
Willis Tower. 

Officials likely have at least 
a few months to do so. For the 
title to officially apply to i W)rld 
Trade Center, that building must be structural- 
ly and architecturally complete, fuUy clad and 
open at least partially for business, said Daniel 
Safarik, a spokesman for the Council on Tail 


Buildings and Urban Habitat, via email. 

Construction of the New %rk building is 
expected to be complete early this year, with 
its first tenants moving in by early 2015, said 
Anthony Hayes, a spokesman for the Port 
Authority of Newark & New Jersey He also 
couldn’t say when the title would stick. 

Regardless, browsers in Willis Tower’s gift 
shops said they didn’t care that their souvenirs 
would soon be inaccurate. 

“If it’s the tallest or the second-tallest, it 
wouldn’t affect my purchasing of any items 
here,” said Georg Petmecky who was visit- 
ing Chicago from Tennessee. “It’s a nice view, 
that’s what I get out of it.” 

There hasn’t been a rush on tallest-building 
products by nostalgic Chicagoans who may 
want to own a piece of history according to 
Daniel Alamo, a supervisor in one of the tow- 
er’s gift shops. “The reason they come {to} the 
building is the experience,” he said.

300,000 people spent a t'ourth day unable zo 
use tap water for anything besides flushing 
toilets. 

State government officials, the utility 
company West Virginia American Water and 
the National Guard were continuing to test 
the water supply on Sunday after as much as 
7,500 gallons of an industrial chemical leaked 
into the Elk River on Thursday 

It could still be several days before people 
in nine counties and Charleston, the state 
capital and largest city, can once again use 
the water from their faucets for drinking, 
cooking and bathing. 

A dozen restaurants in Charleston had 
been allowed to reopen by Sunday afternoon 
by the Kanawha- Charleston Health Depart- 
ment after assuring officials that they have 
secured a source of potable water. 

Nearly 200 groceries, supermarkets and 
drugstores also have been allowed to reopen 
across the affected area. 

Frustrations, however, continue to mount, 
with West Virginians lamenting the toll the 
outage has taken on their health and per- 
sonal hygiene.

Golden Globes 
keeps It weird 


Combining movies 
and TV, a live broad- 
cast and drinking 
celebs always creates 
the potential for 
oddness. But with 
the exception of the 
inevitable excellence 
of hosts Tina Fey and 
Amy Poehler (who 
also won!), Sunday’s 
Golden Globes was 
particularly strange. 
Jared Leto, who 
took time off from a terrible band to make 
“Dallas Buyers Club,” opened his best sup- 
porting actor acceptance speech (for a serious 
role as a transgender woman with AIDS) with 
numerous bad jokes about Brazilian waxing. 
Amy Adams (‘American Hustle”) was played 
off the stage in the middle of a sweet story 
about her career, yet TV’s best supporting 
actress, Jacqueline Bisset (“Dancing on the 
Edge”), received seemingly infinite time to say 
almost nothing. 

Sometimes the stars of the best picture 
noms introduced their own movies, like Jonah 
Hill and Margot Robbie with “The Wolf 
of Wall Street.” Aet Jim Carrey (effectively 
mocking Shia LaBeouf) introduced ‘American 
Hustle” even though nearly everyone from the 
movie was on hand. 

Nothing could be as bad as El’s red carpet 
coverage identifying Michael J. Fox’s 1991 
Parkinson’s disease diagnosis as a “fun fact.” 
Still, it’s an unusual night when Andy Samberg 
(“Brooklyn Nine-Nine”) wins in a category 
containing Don Cheadle (“House of Lies”), 
and the frontman of Edward Sharpe and the 
Magnetic Zeros wins for scoring a Robert 
Redford movie (‘AU is Lost”). 

Then there’s Bono. After U2 won best origi- 
nal song for an average contribution to the 
mediocre “Mandela: Long Walk to Freedom,” 
he awkwardly pulled back from a hug from 
Diddy— who sang, “Let it flow” to the band 
as if he were singing “Let it Snow” What is 
happening? 

Several things were awesome, of course. 

Fey and Poehler opened the show with a 
monologue that had the bite of their time on 
“SNL,” with Fey noting that Matthew Mc- 
Conaughe/s 45-pound weight loss for “Dallas 
Buyers Club” is “what actresses call ‘being 



in a movie.’ ” “12 Aears a Slave” justly won 
best drama, and Spike Jonze, accepting best 
screenplay for “Her,” responded to the music 
playing him off by saying, “Hey, wait, hold on. 

I just started.” 

Looseness like that— seen also as Matt 
Damon noted he forgot his glasses and Emma 
Thompson arrived onstage with her shoes in 
one hand and a drink in the other— compen- 
sated for frustrating results like ‘American 
Hustle” winning best musical or comedy 
Leonardo DiCaprio defeating Oscar Isaac for 
best actor in a musical or comedy and Alfonso 
Cuaron taking best director for “Gravity” over 
Steve McQueen and “12 Aears a Slave.” 

Still, let us rejoice in McConaughe/s ter- 
rific acceptance speech and Poehler winning 
for the fantastic “Parks and Recreation” and 
giggling with humility about how she never 
wins stuff like this. 

And Jennifer Lawrence (best supporting 
actress for ‘American Hustle”) showing that 
even a globally adored star winning for the 
second consecutive year can still get authenti- 
cally nervous in the limelight. 

You didn’t think this story wouldn’t men- 
tion Lawrence, did you? That would be totally 
bizarre.

The kids aren’t all right 


“The Selfish Giant” 
contains subtitles, 
even though the 
U.K.-set drama is 
in English. Prob- 
ably because not all 
American viewers 
can understand terms 
like “Pikey scruff” through the thick accents, 
and those who can simply will think, “Did he 
just say ‘pikey scruff?” 

However, unlike the 2013 Chicago Interna- 
tional Film Festival entry “Fad: A Yorkshire 
Story”— I know you didn’t see that, but the 
title speaks volumes— “The Selfish Giant” 
isn’t so dully British that it was foolish to 
bring it across the pond. Thirteen-year-old 
Arbor (Conner Chapman) is troublesome 
and fearless, with the stones to tell cops to 
take their shoes off when coming into his 
house. Fittingly the scrappy kid wants to be a 
scrap-man— making money off found/stolen 
wire and metal instead of going to school. 
When he’s expelled (which is called, more 
daintily, “excluded”), he tells his suspended 
pal Swifty (Shaun Thomas), “Brilliant, eh? 
Don’t have to go to school.”

based on an Oscar Wilde story, creates a 
strong sense of its blue-collar factory town 
and the unhappy people who live there. 
Barnard is a promising filmmaker, already 
showing a lot of confidence in her feature 
debut. She neither rushes the story nor lets 
it flatline, and deserves some credit for the 
immensely believable friendship depicted by 
the young first-time actors. 

It gives little away to say that the slow 
“Giant” goes somewhere inevitably tragic, 
and it’s no surprise who bears the greatest 
weight of the incident. The film might make 
a devastating short, with the beautifully 
captured scenic detail and quantity of story 
more in balance. 

^t under the kids’ rebellion and the local 
guy named Kitten (Sean Gilder) who treats 
youngsters like adults is a quietly upsetting 
coming-of-age story about the many people 
and places that can be considered a “bad influ- 
ence,” and the fact that not everyone gets much 
of a practical chance to get it right.
